Held in San Francisco at the 
Sheraton Palace Hotel, the con- 
ference hosted five Santa Ana 
College delegates and two ad- 
visers. 

Joining in conference were ASB

‘junior college districts and uni- 
fied school districts containing a 
junior college should have in- 
creased state financial support,” 
and that there “be an establish- 
ment of a code of conduct in each 
junior college.” 


Moving to athletics, the confer- 
ence came out in favor of elimi- 
nating the present nine game 
limit on football schedules and al- 
lowing each junior college to use 
its discretion as to the number 
of games scheduled.
